YORK, Oct. .".—It looked early 


this morning as if fir Thomas Upton's 
wish for a strong off-shore breeze and a 
smooth sea has been granted, for -at 8 
o'clock a grand 24 knot breeze was blow- 
ing .straight from the northwest and the 
hea had decreased

harbor ran 


j-apidly down the Jersey shore, and some 
of the fast si earners goilig southerly 
had the smoke from their stacks blown, 
far out alii-iul of them.

nble ht'rl. But the sea was beautifully 
friuooth, there being scarcely more than 
n ripple breaking on the shore, while the 
vessels out to sea stood steadily along 
with very little roll.

a grand heel on. Columbia soon follow- 
ed suit and both yachts beliaved mag- 
niiitcntly in the splendid brew.e. Th« 
excursion fleet had reached the line by 
this time and the guard boats began to 
line them up in order to give the yachts 
plenty of room for the start. Shamrock 
was standing oil and oji around the light 
ship while Columbia was nearly a mile 
away heading toward the starting line. 
Shu came rapidly up, however, and by 
10:40 when the preparatory gun was 
lired, was niiinouvering back of the line. 
On the committee Boat signals had been 
set for a triangular course, first leg east- 
half sout'i; second leg southwest'half 
south: third log north northwest. When 
the warning gu,n was lired at 10:">5 both 
yachts were headed into the wind a lit- 
tle to eastward, of the judges' boat, kill- 
ing time. 


SHAMROCK GETS IJKS'f START. 


The starting gun was lired on the dot 


at eleven and it was apparent that the 
advantage lay entirely with the British 
skipper.

The pace was terrific, and it was 
impossible to determine when half the 
first leg had been sailed whether or not 
Shamrock was maintaining the load she 
gained when they crossed the line.

The'excursion fleet Imd a light to keep 
up with the race, being compelled to 
crowd on a full head of steam to main- 
tain a position which would keep the (ly- 
ing yachts in view. As in'the first leg, 
it"wiis mere guess work at lirst whether 
cither boat had gained or lost. Whe-i 
about half of the second leg had been 
covered it seemed, however, as if the 
American boat mid managed to slightly 
crawl up on her fast sailing opponent. 


At, any rate she wns safe within her

Working 
in the wind Shamrock was apparently 
footing very last, but Columbia seemed 
to outpoint her. 


It was nip anil tuck until about 1:20, 


wheu both boats went about and it was 
seen that the defender Had eaten up on 
her rival and fcikcn. the lead. She hai 
outpointed Shamrock 
and secured 
a 


commanding position, on. the 
Hatter's 


bow. All during this tack Capl. Barr 
played his old game 
of fully pinching 


into the wind. 


THK RACE IS COLUMBIA'S. 
- 


With the finish mark four miles away 


at 1:40, the American Coat had the race 
well in hand and, barring accidents ;t 
seemed inevitable that she would more 
than make up Shamrock's lead over tha 
line and get home ahead of her. /The 
weather conditions were absolutely per- 
fect from the moment the starting gniu 
was fired. Jt blew as if made to order 
for a fair test of the British and Ameri- 
can boats, ytt, in the close reach to the 
lirst mark Columbia had gained on the 
visitor, she gained on the broader reach 
to the second mark, and when they be- 
gan the exciting home beat she ate her 
way into tlic wind in ». manner that Iier 
rival could not approach. 


QUARTER OF MILE AHEAD. 


Both yachts hold the port tack, head- 


ing almost northward toward the Long 
Island shore and it 
looked 
as if they 


meant to hold it until they were sure of 
fetching the' mark on the next tack. 
As they worked up the wind .the glim- 
mering bronze hull of the British bout 
was getting further and further to lee- 
ward and astern and the American had 
a load which hardly a fast 
steamboat 


could have cut down in the short slrel/ih 
of water which laid between her and the 
tinish. The excursion fleet at this tints 
were si rung out in a long scattering 
line to westward of the course and do-, 
injr their best to keep up with the racers. 
At 1:57 both yachts went about on 
the 


starboard tack and headed for the finish, 
Columbia having a safe lend of about n 
quarter of a mile. The race was over 
then. Nothing could head her. 


TWO MINUTES AHEAD. 


With every inch of her beautiful sails 


drawing the'spray flying from under her 
bow, 
the great white American yacht 


raced across the line nearly two minutes 
abend of the boat flying the Shamrock.

Lipton, who expressed himself as being 
heartily in favor of having the matter 
decided without dclny.

a day's postpone- 


ment for any purpose, the postponement 
would be granted. In order that the 
public might 
know 
in sufficient 
lime 


whnt the next day is to bring forth Jr. 
the yachting line, it was further planned 
that a meeting would . be he-Id at (ho 
close of each day and definite announce- 
ment given to tlic press as to whether 
or not there would be a race on the fol- 
lowing day. This new agreement seems 
to have 
met with general 
approval. 


Consecutive ruces will add rather than 
detract from the interest of the game 
and keep it at, a high pitch instead of 
palling, as it did during tiic many weary 
days of incnnclusivc drifting two years 
ago.

No. 4 Isftuecl from Headquarter*—< 


Command Will be Obeyed. 


BOND 
PURCHASES EASE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 3.—The 


secretary 
of the treasury ' announced 


vesterday the intention of the treasury 
"department., to discontinue, for the pres-^ 
cut, the purchase of bonds for the sink-' 
ing fund. The amount 
of $20,000,009, 


for which proposals were invited on1 Sept. 
10, was -reached at noon yesterday. By 
the terms of the secretary's announce- 
ment, no further proposals, in the exist- 
ing circumstances, will be considered. 


In general orders No. 4, issued from 


headquarters of the Department of Wis- 
consin, Grand Army of the Republic, at 
Madison and signed by A. H. DeGroff, 
department commander, and K. B. Gray, 
nsiistant adjutant general, these-words 
appear: 
' 


"Our 
Friend, our'Comrade, our Treii- 


dcnt, is dead by the hand of an assassin 
whose name should never be pronounced 
by an American. Comrade William Mc- 
Kinley's earthly career closed at BuflVtO, 
N. Y., at 2:30 a. m., S-pt. 14, 1901." 


Although none of the 
men who are 


prominent figures in local G. A. R. cir- 
cles would admit yesterday that the 
"command" contained in Genral Orders 
No. 4" should he taken literally, the fact, 
is that the impression prevails among 
the rank and file of the G. A. R. that 
•'orders are orders" and must be obeyed. 
The truth is, says the Milwaukee Scnii- 
ncl, there is an atmosphere of melo- 
dramatic mystery surrounding the issue 
and the meaning of this ''General Orders 
No. 4." The big men, to-wit. the men 
who hold official positions in the Wiscon- 
sin branch of the G. A. R., insist that 
Assisitant Adjutant General E. B. Gray 
was simply indulging in airy persiflage 
when in the opening paragraph of order 
No. 4 he ordered the battle-scarred vet- 
erans of the famous ^organization never 
to even mention the name of the coward- 
ly assassin of their late comrade, Wil- 
liam 
MeKinley. 
Furthermore, 
these

While consumption cannot be abso- 


lutely prevented Its progress and prev- 
alence can certainly be arrested by ths 
observance of n few simple rule*. Some 
of tiiese arc so obvious as to present uo 
difficulty, while others are matters ot. 
education. Of the most obvious are TUB 
following: The avoidance of the spit- 
tin;; habit, whether on the street. In 
the ears, on bonrd ferryboats or excur- 
sion steamers oi-.ln any public place. 
Unsuspected germs of tuberculosis of- 
teu lie iiiddcD in the matter expectorat- 
ed, which, wl^en dry, euter the lungs by, 
means of the nostrils ov the mouth. If, 
therefore, any one is obliged to spit, let 
him do so luto his handkerchief. When 
spittoons are provided in. saloons, of- 
fices aud elsewhere, let them be well 
cleansed and disinfected at least once . 
a clny. 


Let care be taken to have all work- 


shops, stores and all establishment* 
where work of any sort is done by day 
or by night ventilated thoroughly and 
swept daily and the dust frequently 
Laid during the day by sprinkling with 
clean water into which some disin- 
fectant should be poured. Let the ceil- 
ings, walls and. all the woodwork be 
kept well dusted and the floors, snr- 
basos, etc., scrubbed and disinfected at 
least 'once a week. Disinfectants are 
cheap, aud for the above purposes ona 
of the most effective and most easily 
procurable is a solution of chloride ot 
lime. 


In private houses the same process 


should be gone through at frequent in- 
tervals; all the bedding, pillows, etc., 
should get as much airing and sunlight 
as possible, the rugs and carpets should 
be swept every day nnd the mats well 
shaken or beaten every morning, but 
not in such a way ss to scatter tbe dust 
round the neighborhood. The carpets 
should be taken up and beaten at least 
twice a year, nnd all should be subject- 
ed to constant light sprinkling with 
some disinfectant that will not take 
out the color nor stain the material. 
Such a disinfection is zinc chloride w- 
lution.

While there are sev- 
eral species o£ fish which are actually 
poisonous, declare the experts, such 
fish are mostly confined to-tropical 
waters and are seldom found in the 
United States. Fish may -contain par- 
asites, some of which are Injurious to 
man. 
These are, however, destroyed 


by the thorough cooking to which fish 
is usually subjected. The formation of 
ptomaines quite generally accompanies 
putrefaction, and therefore great care 
should bo taken to eat fish only when it 
Is iu perfectly good condition. • Fish 
which "has been frozen and after thaw- 
ing kept for a time before it Is cooked 
is especially likely to contain injurious 
ptomaines. 
Canned fish should never 


be allowed to remain long In tbe can 
after opening, but should be used at 
once, on account of the possibility of 
danger.'from the combined action of 
the can contents and oxygen of the air 
upon the lead of tbe solder or the can 
Itself.

Columbia Wins Second Race 


by Comfortable Lead 


Over Rival. 


Under Weather Conditions WHicH Sir 


THomas Lipton Had Hoped 
for, 


His Boat Suffers Defeat— 


i 
Another Race Tomorrow. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—It looked early 


.this morning as if Sir Thomas Lipton's 
wish for a strong ofT-shore breeze and a 
smooth sea has been granted, for -at 8 
o'clock a grand 24 knot breo7e was blow- 
ing .straight from the northwest and the 
sea had decreased so that there was 
scarcely 
any surf 
along' the Jersey 


fchore. Coasters from 
the harbor ran 


rapidly down the Jersey shore, and some 
of the fast steamers going southerly 
had the smoke from their stacks blown 
far out ahead of them. One or two pi- 
lot boats on their stations inside Sandy 
Hook lightship wove well reefed down 
and even then seemed to have consider- 
able heel. But the sea was beautifully 
smooth, there being scarcely more than 
a ripple breaking on the shore, while the 
vessels out to sea. stood steadily along 
with very little roll. 


The conditions of wind and water in 


short were yieal and promised a rare 
day's race between tlie two big yachts. 


LIPTON GREATLY PLEASED. 


Sir Thomas Lipton was out early and 


rubbed his hand with glee when he came 
on deck of the Erin. 


"This is wh.it we want," he said. "If 


it holds wo will have-a good rneo; Sham- 
rock should do well today. True1, Mr. 
Morgan says Columbia wants wind, but 
so ilo we. If tho brooxc keeps up we 
will have n fair test of the/two boats." 
And at that hour it looked as if' his de- 
side for "'six inches of water on Sham- 
rock's lee rail" was to be fulfilled. 


FAST RACE ASSURED. 


The captains and crews of both yachts 


breakfasted early and soon after seven 
o'clock they were on board their re- 
spective boars. Columbia's staysail and 
jib worn sent tip in stops. Fifteen min- 
utes later Shamrock's were sent up. Then 
sail covers were'taken off the- mainsails 
nnd after Captains Barr and Sycamore 
had guaged the strength of the wind the 
fi-ews of both yachts got.out some num- 
ber two club topsails. 


".We shall have a good breeze all day," 


said Capt. Sycamore, "and this will bo 
more like Shamrock weather/' 


When asked what "he thought of the 


weather, Capt. Ban- said: 


''This is good. I think wa will said a 


fast race today." 


Columbia took a line from her tug at 


S:nO o'clock and started out for the 
horse shoe, Shamrock following her five 
minutes later. Columbia rounded the 
liook under tow and started for the line, 
not attempting, to put up her mainsail, 
/!ilthough it was an easy run down before 
the wind. Shamrock also went around

BREEZE HOLDS STEADY. 


When the tugs Luckenbach and N,av- 


igator, two of the committee boats, pass- 
ed the hook at 9:2,5 the wind was still

and steady, the official 


guage at Sandy Hook giving the velocity 
as 24 knots an hour. Should it hold 
there was every prospect that the. race 
would be sailed in'less than three and a 
half hours.

•way on the port tack, wore around with 


a grand heel on. Columbia soon follow- 
ed suit and both yachts behaved mag- 
nificently in the splendid breeze. The 
excursion fleet had reached the line by 
this time and the guard boats began to 
line them up in order to give the yachts 
plenty of room for the start. Shamrock 
was standing off and on around the light 
ship while Columbia was nearly a mile 
away heading toward the starting line. 
She came rapidly up, however, and by 
10:45 when the preparatory gun was 
fired, was maneuvering back of the line. 
On the committee Boat signals had been 
set for a triangular course, first leg east- 
half .south; second leg southwest' half 
south; third leg north northwest. When 
the warning gun was ftred at 10:55 both 
yachts were headed into the wind a lit- 
tle to eastward of the judges' boat, kill- 
ing time. 


SHAMROCK C4ETS BEST START. 
The starting gun was fired on the dot 


at eleven and it was apparent that the 
advantage lay entirely with the British 
skipper. 


Just before the start he sent Sham- 


rock swinging around the 
committee 


boat cutting in between that boat and 
Columbia. 
The latter, 
being, under 


Shamrock's lee, apparently decided not 
to cross in that position but wore around 
again. Holding tight lo his advantage 
when the gun ^yns fired Capt. Sycamore 
went across the line almost before the 
stiff wind could sweep the smoke away, 
Columbia 
being 
considerably 
behind 


him. 


After crossing bath yachts went on a 


close reach for the first mark fairly tear- 
ing through the 
water and throwing 


great fountains of spray 
from tinder 


bow. 
The offcial time of.crossing the 


line was Shamrock 11:00:13; Columbia 
11:01:47. 


TERRIFIC PACE CUT OUT. 


It was a magnificent and blood-stirring 


race to the first mark. Both yachts were, 
(.•lose reached on 
the 
port 
tack and 


smothered along through the seas, the 
gusty wind continually knocking them 
down. The pace was terrific, and it was 
impossible, to determine when half the 
first leg had been sailed whether or not 
Shamrock was maintaining the lead she 
gained when they crossed the line. Both 
were carrying the same sails. 


Every yard of the snow-white cloud of 


canvas piled above the flying hulls of the 
racers was as hard as a board. Tho 
crews were lined under the wind rail 
while off to leeward the spray from un- 
der the bows of the yachts was swept 
in smoky clouds by the increasing winds. 


THIRD OF DISTANCE COVERED. 
They lifted the- first turn as though 


the stake boat itself was coming to 
meet them, Shamrock still holding her 
big lead. Shamrock turned the first 
mark ounofficial time 11:50:55 and gyb- 
ing, stretched out for the reach to the 
second mark. Columbia

COLUMBIA CRAWLING UP. 


The second leg of the.race lost noth- 


ing in the excitement. The wind held 
strpng and true, and after rounding the 
mark the racers maintained their terrific 
speed, making no change in their sails. 
The'excursion licet had a fight to keep 
up with the race, being compelled to 
crowd on a full head of steam to main- 
tain a position which would keep the fly- 
"ing yachts in view. As in" the first leg, 
it was mere guess work at first whether 
either boat had gained or lost. When 
about half of'the second leg had been 
covered it seemed, however, as if the 
American boat nad managed to slightly 
crawl up on her fast sailing opponent. 


At any rate she was safe within her 


time allowance and as they neared !.hp 
second .mark it was evident that if s-he 
was not gaining she vrrtS easily holding 
her own.

sails and lower club top sails. Working 
in the wind Shamrock was apparently 
footing very fast, but Columbia seemed 
to outpoint her. 


It .was nip and tuck until about 1:20, 


when both boats went about and it was 
seen that the defender nad eaten up on 
her rival and taken the lead. She had 
outpointed Shamrock and secured 
a 


commanding position on the datter's 
bow. All during this tack Capt. Bun- 
played his old game of fully pinching 
into the wind. 


THE RACE IS COLUMBIA'S.

With the finish mark four miles away 


at 1:40, the American Doat had the race 
well in hand and, barring accidents it 
seemed inevitable that she would more 
than make up Shamrock's lead over t.ha 
line and get home ahead of her. /The 
weather conditions were absolutely per- 
fect from the moment the starting gun 
was fired. It blew as if made to order 
for a fair test of the British and Ameri- 
can boats, yet, in the close reach to the 
first mark Columbia had gained on the 
visitor, she gained on the broader reach 
to the second mark, and when they be- 
gan the exciting home beat she ate her 
way into- the wind in >. manner that ?ier 
rival could not 'approach. 


QUARTER OF MILE AHEAD. 


Both yachts hold the port tack, head- 


ing almost north ward-toward the Long 
Island shore and it looked as if they 
meant to hold it until they were sure of 
fetching the' mark on the next taek. 
As they worked up the wind .the glim- 
mering bronze hull of the British boat 
was getting further and further to lee- 
ward and astern and the American had 
a lead which hardly a fast steamboat 
could ihave cut down in the short stretch 
of water which laid between her and the 
finish. The excursion fleet at this time 
were strung out in a long .scattering 
line to westward of the course and dp- 
ing their best to keep up with the racers. 
At 1:57 both yachts went, about on. the 
starboard tack and headed for the finish, 
Columbia having a safe lead of about a 
quarter of a mile.

Chicago Inter Ocean: The tendency 


of women to enter the industrial nnW pro 
fessional pursuits as bread: winners lias 
been lamented by moralists and socia 
writers as inimical to society and the 
state in that.it tended to discourage 
matrimony and was a menace to the 
home. 


If Chicago statistics regarding matri 


mony are any criterion by which to 
judge the whole country this theory is 
fallacious, the invasion of the mercantile 
and clerical positions by women in this 
city does not appear to hwve disc'ourag 
ed matrimony. On the 
contrary;.-.the 


great increase hv the number of weddings 
among women who had apparently em 
barked upon business careers would indi 
cate that industrial pursuits tend not 
only to fit women for matrimony but 
makes them quite willing to mbrace it 
when a favorable opportunity is present- 
ed.

The increase of wed- 
dings at St. Joseph, Mich,, the parties 
to which all belong in Chicago, was 600 
during the summer. This increase add- 
ed to the 712 makes a total increase for 
Chicago of 1,312 weddings over the rec- 
ord for last year.

low's Manuscript Was Changed. 


ADMIRAL "BOB" EVANS 


IN FALSE POSITION 


Asks That tetter Which Mn<le Him Out a 


Braggadocio Regarding- Ills prom- 


ises at Santiago Bay be 1'ro- 


clucecl in Court. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—The proceed- 


ings of the Schley court of inquiry today 
began with the usual roll call of former 
witnesses for the correction of their tes- 
timony. After these came Chief Yeoman 
Becker, who had begun his testimony 
yesterday and was on the stand when 
fcha proceedings closed. He was at that 
time under cross ex-amination 'by Mr. 
Rayner, and this was continued this 
morning. 


The formal proceedings of the'day 


•were begun with a' brief explanation of 
the large chart of the southern coast of 
Cuba which hangs on the wall of the 
court room. This explanation was made 
by Captain Lemly who said that the 
chart had been prepared from data col- 
lected since the war with Spain and was 
much more correct than former charts. 
Capt. Parker 
on behalf 
of Admiral 


Schley, said that with these explanations 
he was willing to accept the chart as-au- 
thentic. 


EVANS WOULD EIGHT HIMSELF. 
Admiral Evans was the first of the 


•witnesses of yesterday who appeared for 
the purpose of making corrections in his 
testimony. Having made these, Admir- 
al Evans rose and formally addressing 
the court, said: 


"May it please the court, in connec- 


tion with one. of the questions asked me 
yesterday,-unless Admiral Schley or his 
•counsel object, I should like to make a 
statement and produce a letter. If at 
any moment counsel ofject or Admiral 
Schley objects I will withdraw it and 
stop.1' 


Mr. Rityner: 
"Could we look at the 


letter •'.'' 


"Certainly,'' handing it to Mr. Rayner. 


"It is a matter entirely personal to me, 
sir. The way the question was put to 
me yesterday it put me in the position 
of having bragged 
of 
destroying the 


whole Spanish fleet'on board the Brook- 
lyn. 
The identical words wore used in 


a letter purporting to onmc from the 
[Brooklyn and published in a Washing- 
ton newspaper of July 25, 180S. I im- 
mediately wont to the editor of the pa- 
per to ascertain the author of such a 
letter, and he, after a good dx>al of trou- 
ble ascertained-that it was a woman who 
.had given 
this information. Whether 


she was paid for it ir'not I could not. 
say. At the same time I wrote to Capt. 
Cook of tho Brooklyn, enclosing tho ar- 
ticle and there is his reply. I should 
like that letter to go in thn testimony 
in connection with that question." 


Mr. Kayru-r: ."I do not object to. any 


explanation tit all that you may make. 
There was nothing wrong in the question 
itself." 


"The question -was put to rne as if I 


had stated 'I had shot vthe bow off the 
Pluton, raked this ship and knocked out 
another one, etc.' There is Captain 
Cook's letter denying that such a con- 
versation took place." 


Mr. Rayner: 
''The point is whether 


the conversation was between you and 
Commodore Schloy?" 


Mr. .Ravnpr 
he would object to 


said that the entire fleet could not be 
seen at night and'that the shore line 
could be discerned as a bhick mass 'in 
the distance. 


Mr. Uanna:, •''Could you have seen a 


vessel undertaking to pass out near the 
shore'under those conditions'?" 


Commander Sharp': 
"If she had shown > 


no lights and made no noise, I do not be- 
lieve we could." 


"JDid you at anv time suppose yourself 


to have discovered a torpedo boat at- 
tempting to escape?" 


"One night we sighted a light running 


apparently along snore with a good deal 
of speed, and signalled that it was a tor- 
pedo boat escaping. It turned out to 
be a locomotive jieadlinght on thu rail- 
road." 


"Under those circumstances could you' 


have seen the train had no head light 
been displayed?" 


"I think not. All we saw was the 


light." 


Commander Sharp-said that the Vixen 


had carried Commodore Schley irom the 
Brooklyn to the Massachusetts on May 
31 before the beginning-of the bombard- 
ment of the Cristobal Colon, and that 
when he asked what course he should 
pursue in the approaching action, Lieut, 
Sears replied for the commodore that the 
latter had directed him to keep his craft 
clear, as she was vulnerable and should 
not assume any risks. He thought the 
commodore afterwards spoke to him to 
the same effect. 


Mr. Hanna: " "Passing on to the bat- 


tle of July 3, did you see any portion of 
the loop made by the Brooklyn?" 


When I first saw the Brooklyn I 


think she was headed- about south and 
swinging very rapidly under her port 
helm." 


"Did you at any .time have any con- 


versation with any person in the pres- 
ence of Commodore Schley with respect 
to the direction in which the Brooklyn 
turned on that occasion?1' 


"Yes, sir." 
"State the circumstances of that con- 


versation." 


CHART AGAIN QUESTIONED. 


"I took on board the Brooklyn :a copy 


of the notes taken by,Lieut, Harlow, the 
executive officer of-the Vixen, during the 
engagement and 
showed•' -them to the 


commodore. Pie was .seated at his desk, 
as I now remember it, and at various 
times different 
officers 
came into his 


cabin. Captain Cook was there, I think, 
tit 
one time. The 
navigator of 
the 


Brooklyn, Lieut, Hodgson came in also. 
I think Commander Eaton was in at 
one time, and, if I am not mistaken, 
Captain Barker was there. I was talk- 
ing to the commodore about those notes, 
and at one part of the conversation, of 
the way that the helm of the Brooklyn 
had been put to form the so-called loop. 
I stated that the helm was put to port, 
Lieut. Hodgson spoke up and said: 'No, 
you are mistaken, helm was put to star- 
board.' I said: 
'No, no, you put your 


helm to port.' He said: 'I can prove it 
to you. Look at this chart.' I'said: 'I 
don't want, to see the chart. You swung 
with the port helm.' " 


"Was it conceded finally that thn holm 


was put to port?" 


"I am not positive,5 was the reply, btit 


it is'my impression that it was." 


"By whom was the concession made?" 
'L don't remember," 


TEXAS AT A STANDSTILL. 


"Did you see the Texas during the bat- 


tle"?1'"asked" Mr."Hahna. 


"I saw the Texas about the time I first 


saw tho Brooklyn," responded the wit- 
ness. "She was southward to westward 
of the Brooklyn. The Texas was then 
apparently lying dead in the water. I 
remarked' to' some otlicer standing near 
'The ship will never start and those fel- 
lows will get away.' The Brooklyn was 
then swinging around toward the Span- 
ish fleet." 


"How near was she to the Texas?" 
"I could not give an estimate of the

Describing the service of the Vixen 


during the siege of Santiago 'under Com- 
modore Schley,' Commander. Sharp said 
that it was placed on picket duty at the 
eastern end of thejirie on the night of 
May 29, and eontimvad tnis duty after- 
wards. He was about two miles from 
the shore, he said, and probably three 
•Uss from the mouth of the harbor. He 


Capt 
in the Jog of the Brooklyn for the period 
covering the Cuban 
campaign. He re-, 


fcrred to tho entries concerning tho Vix- 
en's firing upon a locomotive engine on 
shore near Santiago, taking it for a gun 
boat. He elicited from the witness the 
statement that at that time the Vixen 
must have been very near the shore. 


Captain Parker then questioned Com- 


mander Sharp concerning the notes made 
of the battle of July 3, by Lieut. Har- 
low, 
on board the Vixen. This report 


has occasioned no little controversy, it 
being 
claimed 
by 
some 
of Admiral 


Sohley's friends that after a copy of tho 
notes was delivered to the admiral (then 
commodore) by Commander Sharp they 
were changed" somewhat. The witness 
said that he had taken a carbon copy to 
the commodore after the battle. 


"Do these, notes state the truth of the 


battle as yon .saw it?" asked Capt. Par- 
kor'and the witness replied: 


"These are Lieut. Harlow's notes. He 


took them and I am not prepared to say 
yen or no whether they are absolutely 
correct in every particular or not," 


"Have you read 
them, over several 


times?" 


"I have." 


''Now you are not prepared to say to 
the best of your knowledge awl belief 
they contain a true statement of. what 
Lieut. Harlow saw?" 


"I cannot tell 
what Lieut. Harlovv 


saw.' 


"You do jio* know they (tlie notes) 


arc true or not from having read them 
over several times and from your own 
knowledge of the battle?" 


"In tho main essentials 1 should say 


they arc true, but there may be mis- 
takes and 
probably 
are 
mistakes in 


them." 
On re-direct examination Capt. Lemly 


brought out the tacts as to the condition 
in the Harlow notes. 


Judge Advocate: "Did you attach to 


your official report of July 3, a copy of 
the notes-of said action?" 


"Yes, sir." 
. ' 


"Where did you obtain this copy?'" 
"From the executive officer, Lieut Har- 


low." 
. 


"Did you at the time know whether 


there were any differences between this 


to go with my report.5 He afterward 
submitted to me the notes written in 
scrip, which I read over and enclosed in ' 
my report to the admiral.' 


"Mention lias been made of the copy 


of the notes sent to the Brooklyn which 
were printed on board that vessel. Do 
you recognize that 
paper?"'1 (Handing 


him a printed pamphlet.) 


"I have seen a copy of this before. If 


I am not mistaken several were sent to 
the Vixen." 


"What does it purport to be?" 
"A report of the engagement with the 


Spanish squadron as seen from the Un- 
ited States ship Vixen Jiily 3, 1898, U. S. 
,S. Brooklyn, flagship." 


At this point Jjiul.se Advocate Lemly 


had the witness compare the, original 
copy of the Harlow notes with the copy 
printed on board the Brootklyn; with 
the result of showing that the notes had 
been changed before being printed so as 
to make the account say tnat at 10:05 ; 
tbe two leading ships of the enemy "bore ! 
well on the Brooklyn's starboard quar- 
ter" instead of on her "starboard bow'' 
and that at 11:45 the Brooklyn was "one 
point on port bow." instead of "one point 
on starboard bow." 


The court then adjourned for lunch- 


con. 


When the 
court reconvened 
after 


luncheon, Capt. Lemly continued his 
questioning of Commander Wm. Sharp 
concerning the changes in the notes 
made by Lieut. Harlow at some length. 


Cross-examining 
the witness, 
Capt. 


Parker elicited from him the statement 
that the print of tho word "'starboard" 
in Lieut. Horlow's entry for 11:45, 
as 


printed in the Brooklyn print of the 
notes corresponded with the official print 
as given in the appendix that word be- 
ing given in place of the word "port"' ns 
originally stated in the notes. Captain 
Parker also called the attention of the 
witness to the entry in Lieut. Hnrlow's 
notes Avherein he says: "11:15, thn 
Iowa is gaining on • the Massachusetts' 
and asked if he had read the notes at 
tho. time, also calling his attention to the 
fact that the Massachusetts was then ,it 
Guantanamo. Comnmnde-r Sharp replied 
that ho did road the notes, but that he 
thougth he must have overlooked this 
notation. 


Capt. Parker was then asked whether 


it was- true that 
all the changes on 


the original copy printed on the Brook- 
lyn had been made by Lieut. Harlow 
himself before he delivered the transcript 
to him (Sharp) for Commodore Schley. 
The. witness replied that he did not 
think so. 


Captain Parker: "You 
can hardly 


remember at this

Brooklyn was on'the starboard or port 
bow, do you?"

But Mr. Bryan com- 
plains 'ho knows as much as any living 
man of the abuse heaped upon candi- 
dates for office, and says he has been (he 
victim of ''much malice and vituperation 
as have ever been employed against an 
American,"—yet, says, Mr. Bryan, he 
is opposed to any -abridgement of 
the 


freedom of speech or the rights of

His reason is he thinks the evil< of re- 


striction are greater 
rhan the evil* of 


excess, and says nothing he has ever 
said can be hold responsible in any wise 
for the death of William McKinley. The.

These ani- 
mals were offered at a low price with the 
object of benefitting the 
farmers who 


have suffered losses of live stock during 
the war. With a little care many of 
them could be restored to health. The 
need of the army has been so urg?nt 
that many of the horses were not al- 
lowed sufficient time to recover from the 
of Frets of the ocean voyage before they 
were, put to work.

WHEN CONTEST IS CALLED 


OFF SHAMROCK IS AHEAD 


Challenger Read* by Half a Mile Turning 


th« First Stake Boat Ten Miles Dis- 


tant from Start, Over Three Min- 


utes Ahead of Columbia. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—A fifteen knot 


breeze from the north-northeast was ruf- 
fling the ocean when the crews of Colum- 
bia and Shamrock II turned out at sun- 
rise. There was a snap of early autumn 
in the air and overhead an unspotted 
blue sky gave promise of an deal day for 
the second raoe between the big flyers. 
The craws of the yachts were early astir. 
Breakfast was over 
oy 7 o'clock and 


half an hour later 
tho men were on 


board their respective vessels. Sail cov- j

heading for the line. There was the 
usual jockeying for the windward berth. 


COLUMBIA'S START BEST. 


Hard luck was wit! the British ship, 


for she stood in too near the 
line and 


went over before the starting gun wits 
fired. Columbia, on the other hand, was 
in a beautiful position and poked her 
bow across the line a few seconds after 
the report. Shamrock nad to wear to 
re-cross 
the line, this mistake 
badly 


handicapping 
her at 
the outset. The 


wind was not. more than four knots, anil 
both yachts headed for the Long Island 
shore on the starboard 'tack. Columbia 
was far to the windward, but the yachts 
were apparently on equal terms ,,as far 
as footing was concerned. 


WIND HELPS SHAMROCK. 


For nearly an hour Columbia and 


Shamrock hold the port tack, the wind 
being so light at times that they alter- 
nately fell off with the sea and then 
luffed up. Shortly after .12 they were 
about on even terms. About 12:30 there 
were signs down the Jersey coast that 
the wind was increasing and both skip- 
pers went about on the starboard tack 
to catc'h it. Shamrock got it. first and 
with canvas filling darted ahead and rap- 
idly cut down the distance between her. 
and Columbia. Before it had reached 
Columbia she was on'almost even terms 
and she slowly worked into the wind- 
ward berth and then took the lead. 


WIND FAVORS BRITISH BOAT.

COLUMBIA BEHIND. 


After some 
minutes of sailing, it 


lokcd as if Columbia had managed 
to 


catch a slight advantage, though Sham- 
rock still had the windward position. 
But Shamrock was a'blc to catch more of 
the fluky breeze than her rival nnd soon 
established a lead and rounded tha 
stake boat comfortably 
ahead. Nearly 


three minutes later the American

turned the mark and with the dircctiun 
of the wind it was a close reach to the 
second marie.

Hove the Spread of Tbl« DUeaae

, While consumption, cannot be abso* 
lutely prevented its progress and- prev- 
alence can certainly be arrested by th^ 
observance of a few simple rules. Sonid 
of these are so obvious as to present u'o 
difficulty, while others are matters of;, 
education. Of the most obvious are the 
following: The avoidance of the spit- 
ting habit, whether on the street, itt 
the cars, on board ferryboats or excur- 
sion steamers or *m any public place. 
Unsuspected germs of tuberculosis of- 
ten lie hidden in the matter expectorat- 
ed, which, when-dry, enter the lungs by, 
means o£ the nostrils or the mouth. If,- 
therefore, any one is obliged to spit, let 
him. do so Into his handkerchief. When • 
spittoons are provided iji saloons, of- 
fices and elsewhere, let them be well 
cleansed and disinfected at least once 
a day.

Let care be taken to have all work- 


shops, stores and all establishment* 
"where; work of any sort is done by day 
or by night ventilated thoroughly aud 
swept daily and tbe dust frequently 
laid during rue day .by sprinkling with 
clean water into which some disin- 
fectant should be poured. Let the ceil- 
ings, walls and. all the woodwork be 
kept well dusted and the floors, Bur- 
bases, etc., scrubbed and disinfected at 
least once a week. Disinfectants are 
cheap, and for the above purposes on& 
of the most effective and most easily; 
procurable is a solution of chloride of 
lime.

Iii private houses the same process 


should be gone through at frequent in- 
tervals; all the bedding, pillows, etc., 
should get as much airing and sunlight 
as possible, the rugs and carpets should - 
be swept every day and tbe mats well 
shaken or beaten every morning, but 
not in such a way as to scatter tbe dust 
round rue neighborhood. The carpers 
should be taken up and beaten at least 
twice a j'ear, and all should be subject- 
ed to constant light sprinkling with 
some disinfectant that will not take 
out the color .nor stain the material. 
Such a disinfection is zinc chloride so- 
lution. 


How to Make Moth Powder. 


You can prepare a powder that while 


performing tbe work of a sachet will 
drive away the moth miller as well. If 
smsll bags are filled witb it and hung 
among the contents of a wardrobe they 
will be reasonably safe, -Mix together 
elx ounces of Florentine orris root and 
one ounce toriquin bean, cloves, mace, 
nutmeg and cinnamon.

While there afe sev^ 
eral species of fish which are 'actually 
poisonous, declare the experts, such 
Ish are mostly confined to tropical , 
waters and are seldom found In the 
United States. Fish may Icontain par- 
asites, some of which are injurious to 
man. These are, however, destroyed 
by the thorough., cooking to which, fish 
is usually subjected. The formation of 
ptomaines quite, generally accompanies 
putrefaction, and therefore- great .care 
should be taken to eatflsn only when it 
Is m perfectly good condition. • Fish 
which ~has been frozen and after thaw- 
ing kept for a time before It is cooked 
is especially likely to contain Injurious 
ptomaines. Canned fish should never 
be allowed to remain long in, the, can 
after opening, but should be used at 
once, 'on account of the possibility of 
danger. 'from the combined action of 
the can contents and oxygen of the- air 
upon the lead of the solder or the can 
Itself. 


Most physiologists regard fish aa a 


particularly desirable food for persons 
of sedentary habits, as it usually con-' 
tains less fftt than is found in meat.

Lieut. Doyle Corroborates Pant Testimony 


as to Admiral's Meinj; Self Possessed 


—Scope of Investigation to 


be Widened. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—After .the 


usual preliminary 
proceedings in the 


Sehley court of inquiry today Lieut.,Ja3. 
J. 
Boyle, formerly of the flagship 


Brooklyn, was recalled for the purpose' 
of continuing his testimony. 
When the 


court adjourned yesterday Lieut. Doyle 
was under examination by Mr. Earner, 
and the court had jusr. decided that the 
witness should not enter upon a discus- 
sion of the blockade of Santiago as it 
svas conducted a-fter the arrival of Com- 
mander in Chief Sampson. There was 
much interest in Lieait. Doyle's reappear- 
ance, as it was expected that the course 
of his examination would develop the 
further policy of Admiral ScMey's coun- 
sel in the case. 


PROCEEDINGS ARE ONEROUS. 


Both the court and counsel are begin- 


ning to show the effects of the arduous 
duties imposed by the trial. 
Especially 


severe is it upon the attorneys both for 
Admiral Schley and for the navy depart- 
ment. 
Their duties do not cease when 


the court adjourns in the afternoon, but 
they extend far into the night and often 
they are found at their labors before the 
breakfast hour next morning.

DOORS TO BE OPENED WIDE. 
Mr. Rayner then asked' the witness 


whether on July 2, 189$ b,e had observed 
smoke coming from Santlag-o Jmrbor over 
Zocopa hill. Captain Lemly 
objected, 


and Mr. Rayner said that his purpose 
was to prove that It was believed at that 
time that the Spaniards were preparing 
to withdraw from the harbor and 'that

DOYLE'S ACCOUNT OF BATTLE. 
. The witness was then requested to 


give a brief account of the part taken by 
the Brooklyn in the battle of July 3 
which he did repeating much that lie .had 
said yesterday. 


After stating the preliminaries Lieut; 


Doyle related his observations, of the 
battle in the following words: 


"I fired the left gun first and.Halligan 


shortly afterward fired the -right one. 
Then we began to load 'the guns again. 
It was necessary to after loading the 
guns a second time to turn the turret 
directly ahead as our ship was.ajpparent- 
ly shutting the enemy out by turning 
with a starboard helm. Immediately af- 
ter firing tho left guu the second time, 
the order was to man the starboard bat- 
tery. I got out of the turret through 
the roof, that being the most convenient, 
and crossed over to the starboard turret. 
As I was going into the starboard turret 
I had an opportunity to sec the Spanish 
ships. They were then a little on our 
starboard. As soon as I had charge of 
the c. Cruller which up to this time had 
been 
in charge of Mr. Woodward, 
I 


swung the turret around on to the star- 
board bow. In. the meantime some of 
onr forward guns had tired. The vol- 
ume of smoke WHS so great that it must 
have come from one of the 8-inch guns 
of the forward turret so I was entirely 
shut out from seeing the enemy. White 
the guns were in this position Mr. Ma- 
son, our executive officer, passed down 
the starboard gangway, calling 'Sharp on 
the starboard quarter.' The interval of 
time from the time the guns were on 
the starboard bow or starboard'quarter 
I think must have been two minutes. ' I 
swung the guns around to the starboard 
quarter and then we picked up .the ene- 
my. Tho range at which I'fired-to .the 
best of my 
memory was about 1,400 


yards and from then on it was a con- 
stant fire, training the guns until we 
finally got them on the starboard. benni. 
The range increased up to '2,000 yards 
and during the run after being parallel 
with the Spanish ships the range varied 
from about 2,300 to 1,800. I think'when 
the Yizcaya went in shore the range was 
about 1,800 yards. Just 
immediately 


bofore ehe turned in shp made a sheer 
with 
her starboard helm, apparently 


coming toward us and then immediately 
put the helm around' the other way and 
went in shore. From then 
on 
it was 


chase nfter the Colon. At the time the 
Yizcaya went ashore the Colon, by work- 
ing up inside of the (ot.hcr Spanish ships 
had secured a very long lead. I should 
say she was at least live or six miles, 
perhaps more, on our starboard bow well 
in shore. The order was given to cease 
firing and to come out,of the turrets and 
take a 'spell' during the chase-of the 
Colon.
